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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7-9, 1 7-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 7, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest a method of 
providing pulsewidth modulated bitline and wordline signals for performing spatial to frequency 
transform of analog signals from sensor elements of a CMOS sensor array, said transform being 
characterized by a basis fimction, comprising the steps of dividing a wordline period into 
intervals, such that each interval has an accumulated pulsewidth corresponding to a coefficient of 
said basis function, thereby providing a pulsewidth modulated wordline signal; and dividing a 
bitline period into said intervals and into subintervals, such that each subinterval of each interval 
has an accumulated pulsewidth corresponding to a coefficient of said basis function. 
Claims 8-9, 17-20 are allowable fro the reasons given respect to claim 7.
